Leaving  the  pleasant  little  village  of  Schoolcraft, 
ooe  can  not  but  pause,  occasionally,  to  adnilie  the 
iminense  fields  of  grain  on  all  sides  around  him  : — 
forty  eight— one  hundred  and  sixty,  and  even  three 
hundred  and  twenty  acres  of  wheat,  or  corn  and 
oats,  in  one  enclosure,  stretching  onward,  and  on¬ 
ward  beyond  the  reach  of  vision.  The  first  ques¬ 
tion  likeiy  to  arise  in  the  mind  of  a  stranger,  is,  how 
such  a  vast  quantity  of  grain  can  be  harvested  by 
the  comparatively  few  inhabitants  occupying  the 
prairie.  But  here,  asin  athousand  other  instances, 
yankee  ingenuity  entries  in,  and  solves  the  difficulty 
by  an  exhibition  of  a  tnachinethat  harvests,  threshes 
and  cleans,  from  twenty  to  thirty  acres  of  wheat 
in  a  single  day,  averging  upwards  of  thirty  bushels 
to  the  acre.  But  hark  !  What  noise  isthat  ?  And 
yonder  cloud  of  dust,  over  which,  in  triumph  floats 
the  •*  stripes  and  stars.”  the  emblems  of  national¬ 
ity  ! — \  boat !  a  boat ! !  What !  a  steam  boat  on 
a  prairie  ! ! — No — 1  see,  ’tis  More’s  harvesting  ma¬ 
chine  in  full  operation.  Now  look!  She  comes, 
drawn  by  sixteen  fine  horses,  dashing  through  a 
field  of  waving  grain,  as  through  the  clear  billows 
of  an  inland  lake.  Jf  the  immortal  Cervantes  had 
lived  in  the  present  age  of  the  world;  he  surely 
would  have  exhibited  his  redoubtable  hero,  in  con¬ 
test  wKh  a  harvesting  machine,  instead  of  a  puny 
stationary  windmill : — for  here,  it  hardly  needs  the  ^ 
strong  illusion  of  a  diseased  imagination,  to  per¬ 
ceive  a  real  living,  moving  monster,  devouring 
whole  fieldsof  grain  at  a  single  meal ;  snuffirigaiid 
blowing  dust  and  clioti’ from  its  nostrils,  and  casting  ! 
masticated  straw,  and  bags  of  grain,  as  excrement, ' 
in  its  backward  trnil.

standing  on  the  upper  deck,  with  one  hand  firmly  I

all  North  America,  670;  which,  with  a  lewexcep- 
lioiis,  include  all  there  are  in  the  world.  Uqiver- 
salism  as  old  as  Christianity,  as  old  as  Abraham, 
the  only  true  religion,  its  doctrines  light  and  love, 
anil  all  men  longing  to  receive  them,  and  yet  so 
few  and  such  all  its  defenders  !  After  all  its  boasts, 
we  are  amu/ed,  considering  the  deep  depravity  of 
mankind,  at  the  slow  progress  and  (xiwerlessness 
of  this  fatal  error,  from  its  own  showing.”
